Special Committee Is Now Giving Cov­ 


enant Its Final Revision 


Battalion Commanders Are Given Auth­ 


ority To Send Companies To Home 


Cities If Found Feasible

fficer here, the entire 134th, 135th and 136th machine gun battalions will 
urtrain at Youngstown for parade, then the commanding officers will dis­ 


patch the units from other cities to their home towns. 
If this is carried out, 
ti 
will permit reviews in Salem , East Liverpool, Ravenna, Steubenville 
and Massillon. 
Battalion commanding officers will have absolute authority 
, s to diverting troops, and will be responsible for getting men on to Camp 


Sherman for demobilization. 
While Captain Tctlow had expected the battalion to leave Camp Mills 


for Ohio not later than Friday, indications today were that the movement 
would not start before Monday or Tuesday. 
The battalion is ready and anx 
tous to move, but cars for troop tram s are not available, and probably will 
not be until early next week. 
Captain Tetlow will wire The News full iri 


formation as soon as orders arc issued. 
In the event that Company A does not get to stop at Salem on its way 
to Camp Sherman, Captain Tetlow has promised to bring the company there 
for parade and review immediately following the discharge of the men, on 
condition that transportation for Leetom a and East Palestine men to their 
homes immediately following the parade be provided for by Salem and East 


Palestine people. 
He has been assured that this w ill be done. 
In that event. Captain Tet 
low will arrange for the company to come to Salem as a body, arriving in 
the daytime, and after a short rest in the station for greeting to relatives 
he will stage the parade and drill. 
The boy3 arc all anxious to parade in 
Sa cm, as they enjoy the reputation of being the crack outfit for drilling 


and marching in the battalion. 
If the plan of permitting the battalion commander to designate the units 


w h i c h may visit their home town prevails, Salem stands a good chance of 
seeing the boys, as the outfit stands very highly with M ajor Christy. 
Of $700 given Company A by Salem men at the time of departure, Cap 
tarn Tetlow still has about $170. 
Th.s w ill be used as a nucleus of funds 
for the establishment of a permanent organization of the members of the 
company, which w ill hold a reunion and banquet annually on September 26, 
marking the anniversary of the beginning of the Argonne offensive, the 3/th 


being one of the divisions which opened this attack. 
Captain Tetlow used $350 of the company fund providing Christmas and 
New Year cheer in the form of chocolate, nuts and cigars for hir, men. 
The 
company spent Christm as at Quadyprr, but trucks were sent to Calais to 
procure “ goodies” and the boys enjoyed the day fairly well. 
Captain Tctlow 
has an interesting diary of every d ay’s service by Company A during its 


oversear campaign.
